Mr. Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  for  1963^  compiled 
in  accordance  with  the  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations  1959  ^nd  Ministry 
of  Health  Circular  1/6A  of  13th  January 

In  addition  this  year,  for  the  first  time.  Causes  of  Death  have 
been  broken  down  by  the  Regi strar-G-eneral  into  the  various  age  groups  for 
each  sex.  My  thanks  are  due  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
supplying  a  table  of  the  vaccinations  and  inoculations  carried  out  in  the 
District,  and  for  comparative  vital  statistics  of  the  County  as  a  whole. 

It  will  be  seen  that  in  spite  of  the  exceptionally  severe  weather 
conditions  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  which  caused  extreme  hardship 
particularly  in  the  Mendip  Hills  area,  the  vital  statistics  give  reasonable 
cause  for  satisfaction.  The  Birth  and  Death  Rates  compare  favourably  with 
those  of  Somerset  and  England  and  Wales,  infant  deaths  were  halved  and  there 
was  no  maternal  mortality. 

On  the  environmental  side,  as  detailed  by  the  Senior  Public  Health 
Inspector,  radiological  hazards  are  beginning  to  assume  greater  importance, 
and  during  the  year,  a  visit  was  made  to  a  large  public  school  in  the  District 
to  report  on  arrangements  to  be  made  for  the  storage  and  use  of  sealed 
radio-active  substances. 

Progress  v;as  inade  with  weiter  supply,  housing  and  sewerage  schemes, 
and  I  commend  to  other  Rural  Authorities  the  evening  tours  arranged  by  this 
Council  to  such  schemes,  so  that  all  Councillors  and  Officers  could  thoroughly 
acquaint  themselves  with  developments  on  the  spot. 

I  am  grateful  to  Council  members  and  officers  for  their  kindness 
and  consideration  and  in  particular  to  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  and 
his  staff  for  their  contribution  to  this  Report  and  continued  co-operation.

Population 

The  Registrar-G-eneral  estimates  an  increase  of  RO  over  the  population 
of  mid-year  I962  and  births  exceeded  deaths  by  38. 

Births 

With  an  increase  of  24  over  the  births  for  19^2  the  Recorded  Birth 
Rate  was  correspondingly  raised  and  when  adjusted  by  the  i.rea  Births 
Comparability  Factor  which  makes  allowance  for  the  age  structure  of  the 
District  population,  the  Recorded  Birth  Rate  is  seen  to  be  slightly  better 
than  the  County  and  National  Rates. 

The  Stillbirth _Rat e  -  v/as  almost  a  third  of  the  figure  for  the 
previous  year  and  better  than  the  County  and  National  Rates. 

Deaths 

Deaths  at  all  ages  -  totalled  I3  more  than  in  19^2,  which  is  under¬ 
standable  considering  the  severe  weather  conditions  in  the  Mendips  during 
the  early  months  of  the  year.  The  Crude  or  Recorded  Death  Rate  was 
correspondingly  raised  but  when  adjusted  by  the  i.rea  Deaths  Comparability 
Factor,  which  makes  allov^ance  for  the  age  structure  of  the  District,  a 
Corrected  Death  Rate  is  obtained  similar  to  the  County’ s  but  less  than  the 
National  rates. 

Infant  Deaths  -  totalled  half  of  those  in  the  previous  year,  with 
corresponding  reductions  in  the  various  mortality  rates,  v/hich  compare  .  .  . 

favourably  with  those  for  Somerset  and  England  and  Yv'ales. 

Maternal  Mortality  -  there  v\^ere  again  no  deaths  in  women  in  the 
District  as  a  result  of  pregnancy,  childbirth  or  abortion. 

Causes  of  Death  in  19^3 

Deaths  due  to  Di^as^s_of  the  C ar di o - V a s cu  1  ar  Sy st em  again  caused  the 
greatest  number  of  deaths  in  the  District  and  jumped  from  58  to  78  deaths. 

Of  these.  Coronary  and  other  Heart  Diseases  caused  48  deaths  as  against  30 
by  Vascular  Lesions  of  the  Nervous  System, 

Cancer  -  followed  as  the  cause  of  the  second  greatest  number  of  deaths, 
but  with  6  less  than  in  the  previous  year.  In  respect  of  sites,  cancers 
other  than  of  lung,  breast  or  uterus  caused  12  deaths  follov\red  by  lung  cancer 
with  7«  These  latter  deaths  v;ere  almost  twice  as  many  as  in  19^2  and  it  is 
significant  in "view  of  the  national  publicity  over  the  dangers  of  cigarette 
smoking  and  lung  cancer  that  all  these  7  deedhs  occurred  amongst  males. 

Respiratory  Disease  deaths  (16)  were  slightly  raised  compared  with  the 
previous  year^X^3)5  end  all  occurred  over  the  age  of  55  years. 

Accidents  accounted  for  4  deaths  as  opposed  to  7  in  19^2,  and  of  these 
motor  vehicles  w^ere  responsible  for  3« 
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Notifiable  Diseases 


In  common  with  the  surrounding  Districts,  a  large  wave  of  measles 
spread  across  the  District,  in  conformity  with  its  usual  two-yearly 
pattern,  and  probably  exacerbated  by  crowded  living  conditions  and  lowered 
resistance  brought  on  by  the  severe  v;eather  of  the  early  part  of  the  year, 

Sonne  Dysentery  reared  its  head  as  an  institutional  disease  in  a 
small  residential  public  school  in  the  District  during  the  early  part  of 
the  year,  with  8  cases,  whilst  a  further  2  cases  occurred  amongst  the 
general  public  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

Unfortunately  4  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  occurred  during  the  year 
but  of  these  only  2  were  Respiratory  and  no  connection  was  established 
between  the  cases. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948  (Sec. 47)  &  AMENDMENT  ACT,  1951 

No  cases  occurred  requiring  action  under  the  provisions  of  these  Acts, 
but  elderly  persons  living  in  borderline  conditions  in  the  District  were 
visited  from  time  to  time.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SENIOR  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


(a)  gerteral 

The  most  obvious  introductory  remark  is  to  mention  the  severe 
winter  conditions  of  January  and  February.  Most  readers  nil  have  had 
their  own  experiences  of  this  Arctic  winter  so  that  it  is  sufficient  to 
record  that  the  serious  snow  drifting  and  extreme  frost  played  havoc  v\^ith 
the  Council’s  refuse  collection  service  and  with  building  and  engineering 
contracts.  With  such  severe  wintry  conditions  being  the  exception  rather 
than  the  rule,  any  large  scale  methods  to  combat  such  conditions  are 
obviously  uneconomic  and  it  seems  that  in  this  age  of  20th  Century  science 
it  will  still  be  for  the  villager  to  battle  in  most  elementary  terms  for 
his  survival  if  such  winters  are  repeated. 

The  most  important  legislation  produced  during  the  year  was  the 
coming  into  force  on  1st  October  of  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963. 
These  Regulations  made  meat  inspection  compulsory,  and  also,  for  the  first 
time  required  that  all  meat  inspected  should  be  marked  by  the  Inspector. 

The  Regulations  also  allowed  for  charges  to  be  made  to  butchers  but  the 
Council  decided,  that,  at  least  for  the  time  being,  they  would  not  make 
such  charges  as  a  matter  of  principle.  , 

Also  during  the  year  the  Animals  Boarding  Establishment  Act  of  19^3 
was  produced  which  came  into  force  on  1st  January  I96A.  This  Act  brought 
in  a  system  of  licensing  and  inspection  of  all •premises-  where  accommodation 
for  cats  and  dogs  was  carried  on.  The  Council  decided  that  Veterinary 
Surgeons  were  the  appropriate  professional  men  to  adminster  the  Act,  and 

tv/o  local  Veterinary  Surgeons  were,  a^ppointed  as  authorised  officers. 
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Ls  a  sign  of  the  times,  persons  who  keep  or  use  Radio-active 
material  were  required  by  the  Radio-i*ctive  Substances  Act  of  I96O  to 
register  with  the  Minister  by  1st  December  19^3 .  Where  radio-active 
substances  are  kept  or  where  radio-active  materials  are  disposed  of,  the 
authorisation  of  the  Minister  is  required.  Although  not  connected  with 
this  legislation  I  attended  a  course  at  the  Bristol  College  of  Science  and 
Technology  on  ’’Radiological  Health  Hazards”  -  a  study  of  radio-activity 
and  methods  of  detection.  This  course  was  by  way  of  an  introduction  to 
the  subject  only  -  a  subject  which  is  vast,  intricate  and  specialised. 


During  the  summer  the  Council  arranged  for  tours  of  the  Rural 


District  to  lie  made  by  mem-bare  of  the  Council  and  several  of  these  tours 
were  made . 


(b)  water  supplies 


(a)  G-eneral 


With  the  exception  of  parts  of  the  Parishes  of  Binegar  and  Holcombe 
domestic  supplies  were  adeq/uate  during  the  year,  and  the  supplies  to  these 
two  Parishes  were  improved  following  scraping  of  the  mains.  Routine 
cleansing  of  reservoirs  and  mains  was  carried  out  by  the  Water  Company. 

All  raw  water  is  chlorinated  before  being  passed  into  the  mains.

(ii)  Untreated  Water 

137  samples  of  raw  water  were  examined,  some  of  which  showed 
evidence  of  contamination,  hut  not  to  the  extent  that  the  subsequent 
treatment  by  chlorination  proved  inoperative. 

(iii)  Chemical  Analysis 

6A  samples  were  taken  fo'r  chemical  analysis  and  all  proved  satis¬ 
factory.  The  water  however  is  very  hard,  but  this  hardness  Is  mainly 
temporary  -  due  to  the  presence  of  bicarbonates  of  lime  and  magnesium 
which  .are  precipitated  when  the  water  is  heated. 

( c )  Lead  Solvency 

The  water  supplies  of  the  District  are  not  known  to  have  any 
dissolving  effect  on  lead. 

(d)  Extensions  to  Public  Mains 

During  the.  year  the  Bristol  Waterworks  Company  laid  90  yards  of  three 
inch  main  in  the  Parish  of  Doulting  as  an  extension. 

All  properties  at  West  Cranmore  are  not  yet  connected  to  the  new  mains 
but  persuasion  continued.  The  question  of  the  properties  more  than  100 
feet  from  the  new  main  has  not  yet  been  resolved. 

Despite  much  discussion  and  correspondence,  the  new  mains  to  serve 
properties  in  the  Brook  House  Inn  area  in  Ditcheat  Parish  did  not 
materialise  in  I963.  This  scheme  is  proving  to  be  very  protracted,  but 
it  is  hoped  that  all  questions,  v/ill  be  resolved  in  I964,  and  that  this 
much  needed  main  extension  will  be  carried  out.  The  latest  position  in 
1963  V7as  that  an  alternative  scheme  produced  by  the  Water  Company  at  an 
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estimated  cost  of  £2^850  (a  cost  of  £1,230  to  the  Council)  was  accepted 
by  the  Council. 

Similarly  the  scheme  for  laying  of  new  mains  at  Oakhill,  in  Ashwick 
Parish  tc  replace  the  unsatisfactory  private  main  supplies  continued  only 
in  the  negotiation  stage.  A  scheme  produced  by  the  ''/Vater  Company  at  a 
cost  of  £5^893  was  considere,-d  by  the  Council  but  it  was  thought  that  the 
cost  was  too  high  and  efforts  were  being  made  to  reduce  the  costs  of  this 
scheme . 

(2)  Private  Main  Supplies 

The  private  main  supply  to  parts  of  Oakhill  again  gave  concern  and 
the  laying  of  the  new  public  main  referred  to  above  is  awaited.  The 
laying  of  this  new  public  main  will  see  the  last  of  the  major  private  main 
supplies  in  the  District,  and  being  so,  no  samples  were  taken  from  private 
mains  during  the  year. 

(5)  Individual  Private  Supplies 

20A  houses  in  the  District  (6,2%)  are  still  supplied  with  water 
from  individual  wells  or  springs,  a  slight  increase  on  last  year,  182  of 
the  204-  houses  have  the  v^/ater  laid  on  internally,  only  22  houses  in  the 
District  now  rely  on  an  external  well  or  spring.  In  most  cases  these 
houses  with  individual  private  supplies  are  in  out-lying  areas  where  main 
supplies  are  not  available. 

Samples  were  taken  from  some  of  these  private  supplies,  sampling 
being  mainly  concentrated  on  houses  with  an  external  well  or  spring.

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Action  was  taken  as  far  as  possible  with  regard  to  the  unsatisfactory 
supplies,  and  two  of  the  houses  were  connected  to  the  public  mains. 

(^)  Sources  of  Supply  to  Houses  in  the  District 

Table  A  on  page  32  shows  the  nature  of  the  supply  to  the  houses  in 
each  Parish.  It  v/ill  be  seen  that  of  3^298  houses  in  the  District,  3?  000 
(90.9?c)  have  a  piped  supply  of  water,  either  from  a  public  main  or  a 
private  main,  182  (3,51%)h  ave  spring  or  well  water  laid  on  internally,  and 
22  (O.T??)  of  the  houses  have  to  rely  on  an  outside  well  or  spring.  The 
majority  of  these  22  houses  with  an  outside  well  or  spring  are  unfit,  and 
will  be  dealt  with  under  Slum  Clearance  Procedure . 

The  number  of  houses  relying  on  a  standpipe  supply  was  reduced  by  15, 
the  number  having  an  internal  supply  of  water  from  a  well  or  spring  was 
increased  by  12,  and  the  number  of  houses  relying  cn  an  outside  well  or 
spring  v/as  reduced  by  2 . 

These  reductions  were  the  result  of  Slum  Clearance  and  voluntary 
efforts  on  the  part  of  the  ov/ners. 

Table  B  on  page  33  (Sanitary  Facilities  of  Houses)  shov/s  that  2,830 
houses  in  the  District  (85.8^)  obtain  their  water  supply  direct  from  the 
public  mains  and  I70  (5*2^)  from  private  mains.

^ •  Sewerage  Schemes 

(a)  Evercreech .  The  severe  wintry  weather  delayed  completion  of  the  new 
sewage  disposal  works,  but  these  were  put  into  use  in  April  and  were 

fully  completed  in  July.  In  January  the  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers 
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produced  a  preliminory  report  on  further  works  to  the  Evercreech  Sewer¬ 


age  system,  such  works  to  include  the  following: -

All  these  v/orks  v7ould  thus  cost  an  estimated  £102,370.  This  report  was 
adopted  by  the  Council  but  the  matter  was  adjourned  for  the  time  being. 

In  mid-year,  however,  having  had  further  complaints  regarding  the  drainage 
of  Stoney  Stratton,  the  Council  decided  that  the  scheme  for  completion  of 
the  Evercreech  sewers  should  be  carried  out  and  accordingly  instructed  the 
Consulting  Engineers  to  prepare  the  detailed  scheme  with  a  view  to 
submission  to  the  Ministry. 

(b)  Holcombe .  In  May  the  scheme  for  sewering  the  village  was  put  out  to 
Tender  and  in  June  a  Tender  of  £59,025  was  accepted.  The  Consulting 
Engineers  noted  that  the  Tender  prices  were  higher  than  anticipated.  The 
total  cost  v;as  nov;  estimated  at  £69,925,  compared  with  the  original 
estimate  of  £50,000.  In  August  the  Tender  v/as  accepted  by  the  Ministry 
and  work  commenced  the  same  month.  At  the  end  of  the  year  work  was  well 
under  way, 

(c)  Ditcheat .  The  Ministry  local  investigation  into  this  scheme  was  held 
in  March.  Consequently  the  Ministry  agreed  that  there  was  a  need  for  the 
scheme  but  before  proceeding  further  required  technical  information  and 
amendments.  This  information  was  given  to  the  Ministry  and  at  the  years 
end  the  amended  scheme  was  being  prepared  by  the  Consulting  Engineers. 

(^)  Pditon .  The  amendments  to  the  scheme  required  by  the  Ministry  were 
settled  and  the  detailed  scheme  was  prepared  and  submitted  to,  and  approved 
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by  the  Ministry.  At  the  end  of  the  year  a  tender  of  £58^1k2  was  accepted 
and  the  total  cost  of  the  scheme  was  then  estimated  at  £65,400.  Approval 
of  the  tender  and  loan  consent  was  awaited  from  the  Ministry, 

After  much  discussion  two  small  extensions  to  the  scheme  v^ere  agreed 
at  an  estimated  cost  of  £6,553o  These  two  extensions  were  made  necessary 
by  nev7  development . 

(e)  West  Cranmore.  The  Ministry  approved  in  principle  the  scheme  for  the 
sewering  of  the  village  of  West  Crarmiore  and  the  Consulting  Engineers  Y^ere 
instructed  to  prepare  the  detailed  scheme.  In  August,  however,  in  the 
light  of  local  representations,  the  Council  considered  v/hether  the  sewage 
disposal  works  might  be  re- sited.  The  Council  then  agreed  in  principle 
that  the  works  should  be  re-sited  further  down  the  valley  (at  East  Cranmore) 
so  that  the  scheme  could  also  serve  Allhallows  School  and  other  properties 
at  East  Cranmore,  and  would  allow  for  the  sewering  of  the  hamlet  of  Dean 
at  some  future  date.  The  Consulting  Engineers  estimated  that  this 
alternative  scheme  v/ould  cost  £46,600  compared  with  the  estimated  cost  of 
£26,00  for  the  scheme  for  sewering  West  Cranmore  only.  At  the  years  end 
action  was  being  taken  to  compile  the  various  additional  information 
required. 

(^)  Reconstruction  of  Oakhill  Sewage  Disposal  Works.  At  the  beginning  of 
the  year  the  amended  scheme  (to  allov/  provision  for  the  ultimate  sewering 
of  outlying  properties)v7as  submitted  to  the  Ministry.  It  was  noted  that 
the' cost  was  now  computed  at  £29,400  (compared  v^ith  the  original  estimate 
of  £22,150).  The  scheme  was  approved  by  the  Ministry  and  ultimately  a 
tender  of  £50,790  was  accepted  and  the  total  estimated  cost  was  now 
computedat  :£35, 850 .  The  Council  were  concerned  that' the  tendered  cost  was 
so  much  higher  than  the  original  estimate  but  accepted  the  Consulting 
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Engineers  observations  on  this  matter.  The  tender  was  approved  by  the 
Ministry  and  work  commenced  in  December. 

(g)  Sewer  laterals.  During  the  year  the  Council  decided  that  all  schemes 
now  being  prepared  should  include  for  laying  laterals  to  the  boundaries  of 
the  premises  and  the  Counil  urged  the  County  Council  to  accept  the  cost  of 
sewer  laterals  as  being  eligible  for  G-rant  aid* 

2 .  Drainage  of  Existing  Houses 

Table  B  on  Page  33  shev;s  the  number  of  houses  in  the  District  drained 
to  a  public  sewer  at  the  end  of  196 3  as  1,191  (36.1^)  an  increase  of  l6 
over  the  previous  year.  I,6l2  houses  are  drained  to  cesspits  or 

septic  tanks  and  ^4-95  houses  (l5^)  have  no  drainage  or  have  unsatisfactory 
drainage  (44  less  than  in  I962). 

(D)  CLOSETS  MD  OTHER  SMITARY 
FACILITIES  

Table  B  on  page  33  shews  that  2,788  houses  in  the  District  (84.53^) 
have  a  water  closet,  an  increase  of  77  on  last  year.  10  houses  (0,3%) 
have  shared  closets;  466  houses  (14.12^)  have  a  pail  or  chemical  closet 
(37  less  than  last  year)  and  34  houses  (l.035^)  have  a  privy  closet  (6 
less  than  last  year) ,  The  Table  also  shews  that  I86  houses  in  the  District 
{5  •^yfo)  have  no  sink  (26  less  than  last  year)  and  999  (30.29??)  have  no 
bath  (51  less  than  last  year). 

The  general  improvement  under  this  heading  is  mainly  due  to  three 
factors  -  Slum  Clearance,  Improvement  G-rants  and  voluntary  efforts  by

(e)  refuse  COLLECTION  AMD  DISPOSAL/SALVAG-E 

R^^use  Collection.  The  Council’s  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  Fore  and  Aft  18 
cub .yard  Refuse  Lorry  completed  its  first  year  of  service.  The  crev/  of 
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driver  and  two  loaders  continued  to  give  satisfactory  service.  The 
fortnightly  collection  for  each  Parish  continued  and  during  the  year  511 
loads  of  refuse  were  collected,  a  decrease  on  last  year,  due  to  the 
increased  carrying  capacity  of  the  new  lorry. 

disposal .  The  tip  at  Moorwood,  Ashwick  continued  in  operation  and  was 
kept  in  a  reasonably  satisfactory  condition  by  the  refuse  lorry  crew  and 
part-time  tip  attendant,

(a)  Waste  Paper.  Collections  remained  suspended  for  the  time  being,  but 
4  tons,  8  cwts.  3  qrs.  was  despatched  to  the  Dealers  and  yielded  the  sum 
of  £38. 11. lid.  (compared  to  £48. 15. 3d  in  I962) .

.  13  tons.  9  cwts.  3  q^s.  of  scrap  metal  was  despatched  to 


the  Dealers  during  the  year,  and  the  Council  received  £43.6.6d.  (compared 
to  £59.2.0d  for  the  previous  year). 


(f)  .  GENERAL  PUBLIC  HEALTH  PATTERS 

1.  Smoke  Abatement.  Ho  action  was  taken  during  the  year. 

2.  Caravans  and  Camping  Sites.  During  the  year  two  licences  for  sites  for 
individual  caravans  were  renewed,  five  new  licences  were  issued  in  respect 
of  sites  for  individual  caravans  and  one  for  six  caravans.  In  all  cases 
the  period  of  the  licence  is  that  prescribed  by  the  Local  Planning 
Authority,  in  the  planning  consent.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  sixteen  licences 
were  in  force  for  sites  for  individual  cai^avans  and  tv^o  licences  were  in 
force  for  a  caravan  camp  of  twenty- six  caravans. 

5*  Rag  Flock.  There  are  no  premises  in  the  District  in  which  rag  flock  is 
manufactured  or  sold. 

4.  Agricultural  (Health  etc)  Act, 1956.  Eight  farms  were  inspected  under 

this  Act  which  requires  the  Local  Authority  to  ensure  that  there  is  adequate 
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closet  accommodation  for  farm  v/orkers. 


5.  Rats  and  Mice.  Thirty-five  complaints  v/ere  received  of  rats  in 
dv/elling  houses  and  two  complaints  were  received  of  rats  infesting  other 
premises.  Advice  was  given  in  respect  of  two  cases  of  mice  infestation. 
The  Council's  Part-time  Rodent  Operator  continued  routine  inspection  of 
houses  for  rats  and  the  Council’s  sewers-  at  Croscombe,  Boulting,  Evercreech, 
G-urney  Slade,  Oakhill,  Stoke  St-.  Michael  and  Stratton-on- the-Fosse,  were 
tested  and  treated  where  necessary.  It  was  again  necessary  to  treat  the 
stream  at  Croscombe.  Ninety  houses  and  six  business  premises  were  treated 
for  the  destruction  of  rats  and  ninety-four  treatments  of  the  Council’s 
sev/age  works  and  refuse  tip  were  also  carried  out. 

6.  Insect  Pests.  T*wo  infestations  by  cockroaches  v/ere  dealt  mth  during 
the  year,  one  v/asps  nest  v/as  destroyed  and  one  house  v/as  treated  for  flea 
infestation. 

•  factories .  Table  I.  on  page  39  shews  that  tv^enty-three  factories  out  of 
a  total  of  sixty-seven  v/ere  inspected  during  the  year.  At  the  end  of  ,the 
year  there  were  thirty-five  Outworkers  on  the  Council’ s  list,^  all 
employed  in  the  G-loving  industry. 

Shops .  The  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act  were  borne  in  mind  as  routine 
inspections  were  made  of  the  food  shops. 

9.  Swill  Plants.  The  pov/ers  v/ith  respect  to  the  Licensing  of  Swill  Boil- 
ing  Plants  under  the  Diseases  of  Animals  (?laste  Foods)  Order,  19575  v\^ere  ^

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( &)  PRIVATE  HOUSES 


1.  Ueneral .  Improvement  to  housing  conditions  in  the  District  again 
shewed  satisfactory  results.  No  formal  action  was  taken  under  Section 

9  of  the  Housing  Act,1957>  hut,  nevertheless,  progress  v/as  again  made  in 
the  making  fit  of  unfit  houses.  Table  C  (Conditions  of  Houses)  on  page 
34-  shews  the  improvements  in  general  housing  conditions  in  the  District 
and  it  will  be  seen  that  11  houses  in  need  of  major  repairs  were  made  fit 
during  the  year,  an  increase  on  I962 .  This  was  achieved  by  informal 
action  and  by  the  utilisation  of  Improvement  G-rants  and  these  processes 
are  continuing.  The  figures  quoted  only  allow  for  cases  with  which  the 
Council’s  Officers  are  familiar  -  they  do  not  allow  for  houses  which  are 
repaired  by  good  landlords  as  a  matter  of  routine  and  without  the  Council’ s 
knov\rledge . 

2.  Slum  Clearance.  The  total  number  of  unfit  houses  was  reduced  by  19 

during  the  year.  The  number  of  houses  as  ascertained  by  the  Comprehensive 
Housing  Survey  in  1955  was  326  and  by  the  end  of  I963  (after  8  years 
progress)  this  number  has  been  reduced  to  74-.  Thus  in  seven  years,  252 
houses  {15%)  have  been  dealt  with.  It  should  be  noted  that  4-3  of  the  0  . 

balance  of  74-  Unfit  houses  still  to  be  dealt  with  are  houses  occupied  by 
old  people  whom  the  Council  have  decided  not  to  disturb  unless  they 
express  a  wish  to  be  moved,  and  these  houses  are  only  dealt  with  when  the 
tenancy  comes  to  an  end. 

The  demolition  of  the  8  houses  included  in  the  ’’Shepton  Mallet  Rural 
(Norton  Down)  Clearance  Order, I96I”  was  carried  out  during  the  year, 
however.  The  progress  during  the  year  is  shewn  in  Table  D  (Unfit  Houses) 
on  page  35 . 
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Table  E  (Houses  Closed)  on  page  35  shews  that  10  houses  were  . 
closed  during  the  year  by  means  of  Undertakings  or  Closing  Orders  and  two 
houses  were  demolished.  Five  houses  which  had  been  closed  were  made  fit 
during  the  year  and  brought  back  into  use.  One  house  previously  condemned 
but  not  ’’licensed”  is  still  occupied. 

Iniprovement  G-rants.  ’’Discretionary”  G-rants  are  being  used  where  more 
substantial  schemes  of  re-construction  are  to  be  carried  out,  and  the 
’’Standard”  Grant  (which  is  a  much  more  simple  affair)  is  useful  to  people 
who  only  want  a  bathroom  and  internal  W.C,  without  substantial  alterations 
to  the  house.  Fifteen  applications  for  a  ’’Discretionary”  Grant  v\^ere 
approved  during  the  year,  3  more  than  the  previous  year,  and  the  average 
Grant  was  £373.  Tvi^enty-five  applications  for  ’’Standard”  Grants  were 
approved  making  a  total  of  kO  Grants  approved  in  all,  compared  with  50  in 
1962.  There  is  much  more  to  be  done  in  the  way  of  encouraging  owners  to 
modernise  their  properties,  but  it  must  also  be  borne  in  mind  that 
discretion  must  be  used  in  any  encouragement  for  there  is  no  surfeit  of 
builders  in  the  area  and  there  is  a  limit,  to  the  number  of  applications 
which  can  be  considered  with  the  present  staff.  Apart  from  the  number  of 
Grants  approved,  numerous  enquiries  were  received  v/hich  did  not  material¬ 
ise  into  applications.  Nevertheless,  almost  all  enquiries  result  in  a 
complete  survey  of  the  house  by  the  ste£f  whether  a  formal  application 
results  or  not.  Table  F  on  page  36  shev/s  that  schemes  for  the  improvement 
of  31  houses  were  completed  during  the  year,  compared  with  33  the  previous 
year.  Of  this  number,  22  were  for  owner/occupiers,  and  9  for  tenanted 
houses. 

Private  Houses  Erected.  Twenty- seven  houses  were  erected  by  private 
enterprise  during  the  year,  9  more  than  in  I962 .

5.  Overcrowding.  One  case  v/as  discovered  and  abated  during  the  year. 

Rent  Act,  1957*  No  applications  for  a  certificate  of  disrepair  were 
received  during  the  year  and  there  is  no  information  to  show  that  the  Rent 
Act, 1957  has  had  any  substantial  effect  in  the  District  on  rents  generally, 
f'any  houses  are  still  let  at  a  very  low  rental,  so  low  as  to  make  it 
uneconomic  for  the  owner  to  carry  out  substantial  repairs  or  improvements. 
This  state  of  affairs  in  many  cases  is  neither  good  for  the  tenant,  nor 
for  the  landlord,  and  results  in  a  prolongation  of  sub-standard  housing. 

The  Rent  Act  of  1957  bas  had  no  obvious  effect  in  the  District  on  the 
re-distribution  of  housing  accommodation. 

(h)  council  houses 

1.  Applications  for  Houses.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  132 
applications  on  the  Council*  s  Housing  List,  a  reduction  of  14  during  the 
year.  Of  this  total  only  74  cases  were  considered  to  have  established  a 
housing  need,  and  these  applications  consisted  of  29  for  houses  and  45  for 
Old  Peoples’  Bungalows.  During  the  year  18  houses  v/ere  re-let  when  be¬ 
coming  vacant,  and  8  houses  vv^ere  erected  and  occupied.  Nine  bungalows 
were  erected  and  occupied  during  the  year,  and  4  were  re-let  on  becoming 
vacant.  Details  of  applications,  etc,  are  given  in  Table  G  (Council

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Council  agreed  that  the 
scheme  for  5  garages  at  The  Mead^  could  be  proceeded  with,  and  these  were 
erected,  but  that  all  other  schemes  be  deferred  until  the  special  Garage 
Sub-Committee  recently  formed  could  consider  the  overall  financial 
position  and  agree  a  firm  policy  for  the  provision  of  garages  generally. 
The  Committee  felt  that  the  use  of  non-traditional  garages  might  be 
necessary  for  all  future  schemes  to  enable  costs  to  be  reduced.  The  4 
tradional  garages  at  Ditcheat  (which  formed  part  of  a  housing  contract) 
were  allowed  to  proceed.  The  Garage  Sub-Committee  had  several  meetings 
and  explored  the  possibility  of  hard- standings  for  parking  and  concrete 
bases  for  tenants  to  erect  their  own  garages  thereon.  A  scheme  of  hard- 
standings  and  concrete..'%ascs  was  approved  for  the  Kingseombe  (Gurney 
Sl-ade)  Housing  site  as  part  of  the  fiousing  Contract. 

4.  Private  Enterprise  Development.  The  Council’s  scheme  for  private 
development  sites  at  Stoke  St.  Michael  had  to  be  abandoned  owing  to  lack 
of  applicants  for  such  sites,  and  approval  of  a  nearby  site  for  20  houses. 

5.  Homeless  Families.  Two  conferences  wore  held  at  Taunton  at  which  the 
Council  were  well  represented.  It  was  felt,  hov;ever,  that  the  Council' s 
general  housing  policy  was  adequate  for  the  time  being  as  far  as  families 
becoming  homeless  was  concerned, 

(j)  INSPECTION  Al'ID  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

1.  Milk  Only  the  registration  of  Dairies  and  Distributors  is  now  carried 
out  by  the  Council  and  of  these  premises  three  arc  registered.  All 
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sampling  of  milk  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Council. 

Ice-Cream .  No  new  premises  were  registered  during  the  year  for  the  sale 
of  ice-cream.  All  the  ice-cream  sold  in  the  District  is  pre-packed  and  from 
reputable  firms  outside  the  District,  There  are.-/no  premises  in  the  District 
Y/here  ice-cream  is  manufactured.  ' 

3.  Food  Shop  Bye-laws.  Bye-laws  made  under  Section  15  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1938j  came  into  operation  in  the  Rural  District  in  July  1950.  Informal 
action  was  taken  in  some  cases  and  this  achieved  the  necessary  results,

A1  shews  the  number  of  food  premises  in  the  District. 

5*  Slaughterhouses .  The  two  private  Slaughterhouses  (at  Pylle  and 
Evercreech)  continued  in  use  during  the  year.

6,  Slaughtermen .  Twelve  slaughtermen  were  licensed  by  the  Council  under 
the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Acts.  No  fee  is  now  payable, 

7*  Meat  Inspection.  Overtim.e  was  again  necessary  for  meat  inspection  duties, 
including  overtime  at  Evercreech,  Y^here  most  of  the  killing  is  done  outside 
normal  office  hours.  Nevertheless,  full  inspection  of  meat  was  carried  out 
at  both  Slaughterhouses,  and  Tables  L  and  M  on  pages  A2  and  A3  show  the 
amount  of  meat  condemned  for  various  reasons.  As  V'^ill  be  seen  from  Table  L 
on  page  A2,  few  carcases  are  now  condemned  for  Tuberculosis  and  the 
majority  of  carcases  are  condemned  for  less  obvious  reasons. 
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Septicaemia,  fever  and  the  like,  (which  are  considered  much  more 
dangerous  from  a  food  consumption  point  of  view)  are  the  major  reasons 
for  condemnation  of  carcases.  There  were  five  cases  of  Cysticercus 
Bovis  in  cattle  (the  larval  stage  of  the  human  tape  worm).  Carcases 

t 

affected  with  this  disease  must  be  placed  in  cold  storage  to  kill  the 
larvae  and  this  measure  is  not  popular  with  butchers.  Assistance  in 
meat  inspection  was  again  given  to  Street  U.D.C,  on  occasions  when  their 
inspector  was  away, 

8.  Other  Foods  Condemned.  Sixty-four  items  of  food  (33  lbs)  were 
condemned  by  way  of  voluntary  surrender.  In  most  cases  proprietors 
dispose  of  unsound  food  without  asking  for  Condemnation  Certificates. 

9.  Disposal  of  Condemned  Food.  Meat  is  disposed  of  to  approved  fertilizer 
manufacturers  and  other  foods  are  buried,  v;hen  necessary,  on  the  refuse 
tip.

There  is  one  swimming  pool  at  Downside  College,  Stratton-on-the- 
Fosse,  used  only  by  scholars.  Water  is  from  the  main,  automatically 
chlorinated,
